According  to  the  Asahl ,  Mr.  Hayaohl,  the  Japanese  Consul- 
General  at  Mukden,  interviewed  General  QtUng  H3ueh-llang  at  Mukden

during  the  latter's  illnes  on  the  16th  instant,  and  proposed  the 
opening  of  negotiations  for  the  cessation  of  the  prosecution  of 
Korean  peasants  in  Manchuria  and  for  the  establisliment  of  the  right 
of  residence  for  these  Koreans.  He  expressed  the  wish  of  his  home 
Government  for  the  conclusion  of  a  provisional  agreement  for  the 
settlement  of  these  matters.  He  further  suggested  that  in  view  of 
the  local  nature  of  the  issues,  negotiations  should  tak6  place  b6*-

tween  the  Japanese  authorities  and  the  local  Chinese  authorities. 

He  had  no  objection  to  the  basic  terms  of  negotiation  being  for¬ 
mulated  by  th6  Chinese  3ide. 

T.n  reply,  General  Chang  Tso-hciang  assured  th6  Japanese  Consu 
General  that  the  Chinese  authorities  3hare  the  wish  of  the  Japanes- 

Government  for  a  sppedy  opening  of  parleys  and  that  he  had  had  re-

peated  consultations  with  General  Chang  Hsueh-liang  on  the  matter. 
The  Mukden  authorities  also  agreed  with  Japan  in  the  view  that  thee 
issues  should  be  settled  locally.  He  nevertheless  stated  that  the 
regular  negotiations  should  be  deferred  until  the  recovery  of  Gene* 
nl  Ch  Jig  Hsueh-liang  from  his  present  illness. 

Mr.  Haya3hi  further  informed  General  Chang  that,  not  in  any 
way  affected  by  the  recent  unhappy  incidents,  the  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment  is  determined  to  adhere  to  its  policy  of  dis  .osing  of  all 
issues  pending  between  the  two  countries  in  the  spirit  of  Justice 


and  peace. 


In  consequence  of  this  interview,  it  is  expected  that  in¬ 
formal  negotiations  will  be  opened  shortly  between  Mr.  Ishii,  the 
Japanese  Consul-General  at  Kirin,  and  Mr.  Chung,  the  Chinese  lorel'i 
commissioner  at  Harbin.  In  these  parleys,  measures  for  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  Wanpaoshan  affair  will  first  b  discussed  and  then  de¬ 
bate  on  other  issues  will  be  proceeded  with. 
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
